ACQUIRED BY GOULD ACADEMY INTERESTS 


The Bethel Inn has been sold 
by Bethel Inn, Inc. of which Guy 
P. Butler is President to Gould 
Academy according to announee- 
ment made today by Sidney W. 
Davidson, President of the Board 
of Trustees of Gould. The Acad- 
emy which had a right of first 
retusol to acauire the Inn If it 
should ever be sold has taken 
title through a corporation 
formed for that purpose. The di- 
rectors and officers of the corp- 
oration are Trustees of the Aca- 
domy, 

Mr. Butler will remain as Gen~ 
eral Mannger of the Inn and no 
changes are planned in operat- 
Ing policies. Gould is determined 
to maintain the same high stan 
dards for which the Inn has been 
noted and is confident that the 
Inn will continue ta enjoy the 
outstanding reputation which Jt 
has developed over the years. 

The sale covered all the land, 
buildings and equipment of the 
Inn, Including Its adjacent 9-hole 
golf course and Its Beach Club 
on nearby Songo Pond.
